J.... All officers and enlisted men of Volunteers, who are on Re- 
cruiting Service in the several States, except those detailed by orders 
from the Adjutant General’s Office, will return to their respective 
commands by the 12th day of November, 1864. All who fail to 
present themselves at their proper posts on that day, will be report- 
ed by their immediate commanders, through the proper military 
channels, to the Adjutant General of the Army —the Officers for 
muster-out of service, the enlisted men for arrest as deserters. 

Il....Hereafter, no details for the Volunteer Recruiting Service 
will be made, except by the War Department.
